MUST MBBT HER BONDS. 


The Court Decide» that £van8Tllle- Must 


Pay Her Honest Debts. 
By TUATNPB to THB Bamntib 


Indianapolis, November 2.—In the 
federal court this afternoon. Judge 
Wood gave an important ruling on 
the Evansville bond cases, which have 
excited general attention, on account 
of the allegation that the city of 
Evansville was trying to repudiate her 
juBt debts. At various times during 
the last fifteen years, the city issued 
bonds to aid in the building of rail- 
roads, wharves and other improve- 
ments and also redemption bonds, the 
total amount of them all being about 
$1,200,000, which, in addition to the 
accrued interest now amounts to about 
$1,800.000. 
The interest was paid 
for ten years, up to 1883, when furth- 
er payment was refused and suit 
brought to enforce it. 
There were 
three cases in Augusta, Portland, and 
Portland savings bank, where bonds 
were issued undersimilar circumstances 
as ah o the case of William Moulton, 
who holds $60,000 of bonds issued for 
subscriptions to the stock of the 
EvaDHville, Henderson and Nashville 
and Evansville, Cario and Paducah 
railroads. 


Payment was resisted on the ground, 
first, that the railway company was a 
foreign corporaticn; second, that the 
road did not touch Evansville and 
third that the subscription was not 
made in ascordance with the law; that 
is upon ibe petition of the resident 
freeholders. 


The judge overruled áll these points 
and decided against the city. In the 
Portland savings 
bank ease, where 
the right to issue redemption bonds is 
in question, the court holds the city 
has such a right and sustains the de- 
murrer to the answer to the complaint. 
The amount involved in these cases is 
about «175.000, and in the other $90, 
000. These decisions are on demur- 
rers which involve the real issues. 
This effect is that the city must pay 
interest on her bonds and the bonds 
themselves.

Bird Songs, 


It is worthy of remark that birds 
have their time to sing, as well as to 
labor for a living. 
Their mommg and 
evening songs are never omitted, how- 
ever silent they may be at noontime. 
They spend many hours of the day in 
the diligent search of food, but its 
earliest and latest moments are given 
to song. A few species sing on the 
wing, like the skylark soaring to 
heaven's gate ; others sing as they hop 
upon the ground, but most birds choose 
some lofty perch from which to warble 
forth their notes. 
The víreos and 
warblers sing as they work among the 
foliage of the trees, but the thrushes 
set apart an hour for song. The white- 
throated sparrow chooses the evening 
hour for his loud and cheery lay. When 
we first heard it, many and many a 
year ago, from the top of Pleasant 
Mountain, how wild and solitary it 
seemed. Its notes came clear and dis- 
tinct above those of most other birds. 
They are among the last to be heard at 
night, and seem to come from far away. 
We associate this bird with the moun- 
tains, and it seems as solitary as their 
peaks. It is easy to interpret its songs, 
for none can mistake the warning 
words : "Sow wheat, Peverly, Peverly, 
Peverly!" Some say it is "Peabody" 
to whom he is giving advice, but the 
legend runs that it was the farmer 
Peverly who profited by it. 
The wood 
thrush, too, sings at evening. He is 
aerhaps our greatest singer, so charm- 
ing are his notes. He varies his song 
like a skillful artist, and seems at times 
to pride himself on doing something 
that he had ought not to do. But how- 
ever he may vary it, his song is inimi- 
table. 


But it is the morning hour in which 
most birds give themselves to song. 
During a morning walk a few days 
since we heard the full, rich notes of 
the golden oriole, the long whistle of 
the wood pewee, thè low note of the 
chirping sparrow, the short, ascending 
trills of the ovenbird, while the least 
fly-catcher, the chestnut-sided warbler, 
the song sparrow, the redstart, the in- 
digo bird, the black-and-white creeper, 
the red-eyed vireo, and the goldfinch 
joined in to swell the chorus, and from 
far away came the clattering discord of 
the yellow-hammer. It was a glorious 
concert, and fitly ushered in a bright 
and beautiful day.—Portland Tran- 
script.

The vireos and 


warblers sing as thf>y work among the 
foliage of the tree% but the thrushes 
net apart an hour for song. The white- 
throated sparrow chooses the evening 
hour for his loud and cheery lay. When 
wo fimt heard it, many and many a 
year ago, from the top of Pleasant 
Mountain, how wild and solitary it 
seemed. 
Its notes came clear and dis- 


tinct aliove those of most other bird*. 
They are among the la*t to be heard at 
night and »eem to come from far a 
mar. 


We associate this bird with the moun- 
tains, and it SACTH* as solitary as their 
peaks. It i* easy to interpret its songs, 
for cone can mistake the warning 
words: "Sow wheat, Peverly, Pererly, 
IVverlyT Some say it is "Peabody* 
to whom He is giving advice, bnt the 
legend runs that it wa* the farmer 
Pererlr who profited by it. The wood 
thniKhl too, sings at evening. 
He is 


l>erhaps our greatest singer, no charm- 
ing are his notes. He varies his song 
like a skillful artist, and seems at times 
to pride himself on doing something 
that he had ought not to do. But how- 
ever he may vary it, his song is inimi- 
table. 


Bat it is the morning tour in which 


most birds give themselves to song. 
During a morning walk a few days 
since we heard the full, rich notes of 
the golden oriole, the long whistle of 
the wood pewe«'t th*» low note of the 
•hirping sparrow, the short, ascending 
trills of the ovenbird, while the least 
tlv-cati-her, the chest nut-sided warbler, 
the song sparrow, the redstart, the in- 
digo bird, the black-and-white creeper, 
the red-eyed rireo, and the goldfinch 
joined in 'to swell the chorus, and from 
far awav came the clattering discord of 
the yellow-hammer. It wan a glorious 
concert, and fitly ushered in a bright 
and Iwautiful day.— Portland Tran-
